Franco-German Deadlock 


GENEVA, May 6.—(®)—Alarming 
signs that the much-feared armament 
race is in full swing the world over 
are seen by statesmen in recent de- 
velopments in the capitals of practi- 
cally every major power. 

From the nerve centers of the world 
come reports that the nations are 
buckling on more armor; that every 
branch of armament—air, water and 
land—is being strengthened. 

Under a placid surface in England, 
there is concern oves the future; 
France has announced new precau- 
tions, despite her present great mili- 
tary power; the Russian bear is fix- 
ing new spikes to his mighty claws; 
Germany is in rebellion against the 
fetters of the Versailles treaty; Ja- 
pan is increasing her armaments; 
the United States is looking after her 
naval and air forces, and Italy talks 
ef modernization and enlargement of 
ber fighting forces. 

Two Factors Blamed. 

In this international center the 
condition is ascribed by expert ob- 
servers principally to two things:

U.S. WILL LAUNCH 
DRIVE ThIS WEEK 
AGAINST "LEGGERS 


Naval Officer and Kan- 
sas Lawyer Will Com- 
mand 4,000 in Effort To 
Plug Tax Leaks. 


WASHINGTON, May 6.—(UP)— 
A force of nearly 4,000 will be mo- 
bilized this week under command of 
a naval officer and a personally dry 
Kansas lawyer for a new offensive 
against bootlegging. 

The mobilization will be effective 


Thursday, when more than 600 for- 
mer prohibition agents will be trans- 
ferred from the justice department’s 
alcoholic beverage unit to the new 
liquor tax enforcement division of the 
internal revenue bureau. 

Shortly thereafter the unified force 
is expected to move with new vigor 
and effectiveness againet the contin- 
uing illicit liquor traffic which ad- 
ministration and congressional lead- 
ers declare is imperilling the success 
of repeal and costing the government 
millions in lost taxes. 

Mellott Is Chief. 

Chief of the new division is Ar- 
thur J. Mellott, former state and 
federal prosecuting attorney in Kan- 
sas City, Kas. He is already at work 
on organization plans, although he 
will not assume his title of deputy 
commissioner of internal revenue un- 
til Thursday. 

Directly in charge of the enforce- 
ment agents under Mellott will be 
Captain William R. Sayles, of the 
navy, who is expected to put military 
efficiency and thoroughness into the 
drive against bootleggers. He has 
been granted leave of absence from 
his post as chief of staff to the com- 
mandant of the third naval district at 
New York. 

Mellott ‘never touches a drop” but 
is quick to add that he is not a “fa- 
natic’ dry. He feels enforcement is 
still a hard job, but believes - now 
there will be much greater public sup- 
port for it than there was during 
prohibition. 

Mellott and Sayles expect to have 
a force of about 1,850 field agents to 
run down bootleggers and illicit dis; 
tillers. The total foreé of 3,600 t 
4,000 also will include inspectors to 
check up on the legal industry and a 
corps of accountants, clerks and other 
office workers. : 

Drive on Coast. 

While the new internal revenue 
unit attempts to eliminate the illicit 
domestic liquor traffic, the coast 
guard is preparing to tighten its 
drive against smugglers. Smuggling 
still pays big profita through avoid- 
ance of the tariff of $5 per gallon, 
which must be paid on all legal im- 
ports of foreign liquor. 

The coast guard has been allotted 
public works funds to purchase 27 
new seaplanes and amphibians. It 
also will take over soon 14 = Jand 
planes from the customs bureau and 
six navy planes. This will give it a 
total force of 61 planes, compared 
with 14 at present. 

Secretary of Treasury Henry Mor- 
genthau Jr., has ordered all coast 
suard pilots to learn blind flying, to 
facilitate their work both in sup- 
pressing smuggling and in making 
rescues at sea. 

In the week ended April 27, the 
coast guard spotted nine rum run- 
ners on the Atlantic coast, three on 
the guif and one in the Pacific. Seiz- 
ures for the four months ended March 
31 totalled 21.831 gallons of liquor 
and 19,558 gallons of alcohol, com- 
pared with 72,864 gallons of liquor 
and 152,000 gallons of alcohol in the 
corresponding period last year. 

Reduction of the $5 tariff on for- 
eign liquor is considered likely after 
passage of the pending reciprocal 
tariff treaty legislation. President 
Roosevelt, however, does not contem- 
late any reduction this year of the 
5 per gallon domestic tax, which is

ROOSEVELT READY 
TO ALLOW ACTION 
SLVERTES CLAIM 


Hope for Legislation at 
‘This Session Rises Ab- 
ruptly Following Con- 
ference Aboard Presi- 
dential Train. 


EXECUTIVE TO GIVE 
DECISION TODAY 


Thomas Proposal Calls 
for Nationalized Silver 
Supply With Bi-Metallic 
Backing for Currency. 


WASHINGTON. May 6.—(UP)— 
President Roosevelt will accept com- 
promise silver legislation in order to 
kill drastic inflationary proposals at 
this session of congress, remonetiza- 
tion leaders predicted tonight on the 


eve of a decisive White House confer- 
ence. 


_The demands of the congressional 
silver bloc were studied carefully to- 


day by the president during a yacht- 


ing trip on the Potomac. He review- 
ed all phases of the legislation with 
a group of nine senate silver leaders 
yesterday while on a train en route 
to New York to attend funeral serv- 
ices for the late William H. Woodin, 
former secretary of the treasury. 


Afterward, Mr. Roosevelt informed 
the group he would give them his de 
cision at the White House tomorrow 
morning. He took with him on his 
cruise today a cope of the amendment 
by Senator Elmef Thomas, democrat. 
Oklahoma, to the Glass bill industrial 
Joan which embodies the silver pro- 
gram 


Chief Points. 


Chief points of the amendment: | 

1. A declaration by the United 
States that this nation’s policy will 
call for currency backing of 70 per 
cent gold and 30 per cent silver. 


2, Nationalization of all domestic 
silver at a price not in excess of 50 
cents an ounce. 

3. The Dies bill which authorizes 
the new export-import bank to ne- 
gotiate with foreign powers for the 
sale of American agricultural and man- 
ufactured products in exchange for 
silver which would be accepted at a 
premium of between 10 to 25 per cent 
over the world price of the metal. 

4. Permissive powers for the presi- 
dent to purchase silver in the world 
markets to raise its price. 


Optimism Grows. 


Optimism in congressional circles 
over the chances of silver legisla- 
tion at this session of congress rose 
the train conference 
with the president. Although he 
made no promises to the conferees, 
they reported he was far more sym- 
pathetic to theitrogram than two 
weeks ago when the chief executive 
virtually turned thumbs down on sil- 
ver legislation. 

“I am very hopeful,” said Senator 
Thomas today. “I believe President 
Roosevelt has been convinced that 
the silyer legislation we propose will 
be adopted by both houses and au- 
tomatically would kill drastic and 
harmful inflationary measures before 
congress.”

|Future of Lighter-Than- 


Air Craft in Naval Serv- 
ice May Be Largely De- 
termined by Tests. 


By MACK JOHNSON. 

WASHINGTON, May 6.—(UP)— 
The giant airship Macon, the navy’s 
sky queen, roared over the Carib- 
bean tonight on a fleet maneuver 
flight that will largely determine fu- 
ture egovernment policy toward light- 
er-than-air craft. 

Results of the flight—longest the 


Macon has taken over water—will 
have an important bearing on wheth- 
er the government decides to con- 
tinue dirigible construction or aban- 
don it as a “bad job” the United 
Press was informed in authoritative 
sources. 

The Macon left Miami, Fla., yes- 
terday to join the fleet maneuvers 
for a “practical test” between Cuba, 
Haiti and Pureto Rico. She carries 
a crew of about 100 men. 

Naval aeronautic experts believe 
the Macon will acquit herself com- 
mendably, barring the airship’s worst 
enemy—sudden storms. | 

The navy’s dirigible policy has hung 
in the balance since the Akron dis- 
aster last spring. The Macon, navy 
officers said, holds the answer. If 
she proves her practicability and 
staunchness, the government may au- 
thorize more construction. If not, air- 
ship development may be abandoned. 

The United Préss learned authori- 
tatively, despite official attempts to 
minimize the incident, that the Ma- 
con suffered tremendous difficulties 
on her recent trip from Sunnyvale, 
Cal., its regular base, to Miami. The 
official report said it sheared two ring 
girders, nothing of “consequence.” The 
damage has been repaired. It was 
said the airship experienced diffi- 
culties also with climatic changes at- 
fecting the helium with which she is 
inflated. 

Airship development suffered a hard 
blow when the Akron, the Macon’s 
sister ship, plunged into the stormy 
ocean April 3, 1933, off the New Jer- 
sey coast carrying to death 73 offi- 
cers and men, includigg Rear Admiral 
William A. Moffett, chief of naval 
aeronautics. 

A naval court of inquiry and a 
joint congressional investigation blam- 
ed the disaster primarily on weather 
conditions rather than structural de- 
fects. They recommended improved 
training for airship crews and bet- 
ter aerological studies. 

The Macon, which for the past sev- 
eral months has participated in exer- 
cises on the Pacific coast, has bene- 
fited by the recommendations, naval 
officers said, and is now being given 
her real test. 

“We spent $2,450,000 in construct- 
ing the Macon. If an airship in time 
of war can sight the enemy fleet and 
report it before destruction, the con- 
struction cost ig justified. That is 
what we wish to learn. The maneu- 
vers this year are on a large scale 
and simulate warfare,” a high officer 
said. 

He pointed out that a cruiser, which 
would do the scouting work if airships 


_are not available, costs approximately 
' $18,000,000, is slower, has a shorter 
cruising radius and requires a larger 
crew than an airship. But a cruiser 
can stand storms better. 

The Macon was accepted by the 
navy in 1933 after a rigorous inspec- 
tion following the Akron crash and 
rumored sabotage efforts. She car- 
ries five airplanes, which can be 
launched and landed, by a _ trapeze- 
like device. She is protected by nu- 
merous machine guns mounted on top. 

Her maximum speed is 72.8 knots 
and she has a cruising radius of about 
9.000 miles. She is powered with 
eight engines, whose combined horse- 
power is 4,480. Unlike most air- 
ships, the engines are mounted with- 
in the hull instead of in outside power 
cars. The hull is of duraluminum 
construction.

WASHINGTON, May 6.—(@)— 
Twenty-eight industrialists, banded 
under the title of ‘the national com- 
mittee for modification of industrial 
sections of the security_exchange act, 
asked congress tonight to.make fur- 
ther revisions in securities—tegisla- 
tion.

DEFAULT RULING 


Soviet Expected To Re- 
taliate by Baring Ameri- 
can Orders. 


MOSCOW, May 6.—(4)—Attorney- 
General Cummings’ ruling that the 
soviet government is a defaulter un- 
der the Johnson act appeared certain 
today to intensify resentment aroused 
among soviet officialdom by. passage 
of the bill, shutting off American 
credit to Moscow. 

This sentiment has already crys- 
tallized into actual retaliatory steps 
in the form of a recommendation that 
alle soviet economic organizations re- 
frain from planning any orders from 


America with the exception of such 
items that cannot be had elsewhere. 
This recommendation was made re- 
cently by the organ of the commis- 
sariat of heavy industry and, it is un- 
derstood, has already been put into 


effect. 
Deadlock Rules. 

Such action, combined with the so- 
viet’s protestations that it cannot be 
held to have defaulted the Kerensky 
debt to the United States because of 
its intervention and also because 
counter claims against America _ re- 
main unsettled, puts the question of 
soviet-American trade, at least for the 
time being, in a state of deadlock. 

Soviet officials thus far have re- 
fused to answer the direct question 
as to whether Moscow is prepared to 
negotiate for a settlement of claims 
between the two countries, but appar- 
ently at present the Russian temper 
is not calculgted to produce immedi- 
ate steps in this direction.

Conference of 21 Govern- 
ments Opens Today in 
British Capital. 


LONDON, May 6.—(4)—The long- 
disputed scheme to fix a worldwide 
minimum scale of prices for wheat 
will be acted upon finally by 21 gov- 
ernments in a conference opening here 
tomorrow. 

All other proposals designed to im- 
prove the discouraging conditions 
facing wheat farmers of the world, 
discussed by the wheat advisory com- 
mission for the past half year, are 
expected to be tabled until the com- 
mission's regular bimonthly meeting 
in London in June. 

The commission, on which only 14 
of the 21 nations adhering to the 
wheat pact are represented, bas in- 
vited all countries to send representa- 
tives to this week's sessions because 
of the urgency of the problem of re- 
viving the market and the far-reach- 
ing effects price fixing may have. 

Quarters of the American delega- 
tion, none the less, are convinced 
that other measures must be adopted, 
contending that the dependence upon 
recovery cannot be placed entirely 
upon the price scheme. 

Delegations were given an unfavor- 
able send-off for the important ses- 
sions opening in the morning in_the 
form of a strong blast from the Liv- 
erpool Corn Trade Association—in 
England the word corn means grain— 
attacking government interference,

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LONDON STRUGGLES 
TO AVOID JAP BREAK 


Britain Stresses Lack of Po- 
litical Significance to 
Trade Struggle. 


LONDON, May 6.—(4)—Despite 
the delicate situation created by 
her controversy with Japan over the 
textile trade, Great Britain is mak- 
ing a surprise effort to maintain the 
friendliest relations with Tokyo. 

The attitude of the government was 
revealed authoritatively as being one 
of determination that there must be 
no political rupture whatever. 

“Britain will not permit a trade 
tight to develop into a political break 
of any sort,” this authority declared, 
“nor can far eastern political prob- 
lems cause any degree of trouble be- 
tween us and the Japanese.” 

A statement of the British policy, 
with particular reference to the trade 
conflict, is expected to be made in 
the house of commons tomorrow or 
Tuesday. .The presentation to Japan 
cf what amounted to an ultimatum 
threatening empire restrictions and 
open trade war as a result of Japa- 
nese trade expansion hag brought no 
reply so far, but it was regarded as 
likely that one would be at hand 
within a day or two. 

The policy of waiting for a reply 
drew fire from the textile interests, 
but the government apparently is un- 
willing to take summary action at 
this time.

Cannon Assails Government 
For Breakdown of Dry Law 


Lack of Enforcement 

Claimed by Bishop in 
Urging Militant Stand 
for Re-enactment of 
Prohibition. 


JACKSON, ' Miss. May 6.—(P)}— 
Addressing a prohibition rally here 
today in municipal auditorium, Bishop 
James Cannon Jr., of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South, urged a mili- 
tant stand for re-enactment of na- 
tional prohibition and blamed its 
breakdown principally upon lack of 
federal enforcement. 

He said President Herbert Hoover 
on his inauguration day “made the 
statement that he stood for national 
prohibition and would enforce it. That 


gave us hope. 

“But, that same day the president 
sent the name of Andrew W. Mellon 
to the senate for secretary of the 
treasury. I said, ‘Well the president 
will find some means to see to it 
that Mr. Mellon does not control this 
budget.’ 

“Had President Hoover gone before 
congress and said, am going to 
enforce the law’ and had asked con- 
gress for a hundred million dollars to 
enforce it with, he would have got- 
ten it. 

“That was our shocking failure,” 
Bishop Cannon said, adding that con- 

ress appropriated about $11,000,000 
or prohibition enforcement and later 
trimmed it to about $9,000,000. 

He charged the churchmen with 
apathy in not backing up a memorial 
sent to congress by the Methodist 
church demanding “sufficient money 
and men” to enforce prohibition. 

Other contributory causes to the 
downfall of national prohibition, Bish- 
op Cannon said, were “lack of state 
co-operation, -wet press false propa- 
ganda and the Roman Catholic 
church.” 

He charged that the famous Rocke- 
feller letter which expressed the con- 
viction that “as a result of prohibi- 
tion drinking and drunkenness has 
greatly increased” was wet propa- 
ganda. 

Outlining his position in relation 
to the Roman Catholie church, the 
veteran Virginia church leader assert- 


: 


ed that he meant “No attack on the 


church.” 

“It has just as much right to take 
its’ position on prohibition as the 
Methodist church has,” he said. “But 
I just want to get this point on rec- 
ord that in the last six years the 
Roman Catholic church has lined up 
almost solidly as opposed to the pro- 
hibition law. 

“In any effort we may make toward 
restoration of the national prohibition 
law we will have to take into consid- 
eration that that great church is op- 
posed to prohibition.” 

Bishop Cannon blamed former Gov- 
ernor Al Smith for state nullifica- 
tion. He charged that Smith spon- 
sored the repeal of prohibition in 
New York state and was the initiator 
of the national repeal movement “in 
the democratie conventions. 

Such subjects as proposed ordina- 
tion of women in the ministry, a pro- 
gram of evangelism and election of 
general board secretaries are to be 
decided at the general Methodist con- 
ference here before adjournment on 
Tuesday.

VIENNA, May 6.—(7)—Bombs 
concealed in suitcases exploded this 
afternoon at three of Vienna’s most 
important railway stations, causing 
great property damage. 

Police investigations revealed “that

They contained more 
than two pounds of explosives and a 
half-gallon of benzine, together with 
clockwork for setting off the charge. 

The violence was attributed by po- 
lice to political opponents of the goy- 
ernment,

Heavy Betting at the Derby 


Indicates Better Times 


EN ROUTE ATLANTA FROM KENTUCKY DERBY, May 
6.—When some 65,000 or more people crowd into a gambling 
place shouting, “Wait, here’s fresh money,” it means some- 
thing. Just precisely what it does mean I am not sure, but 
it méans something. 

Postmaster-General Jim Farley and General Hugh S. John- 
son were witnesses to the spectacle Saturday at Churchill 
Downs. They thought it meant better times. And I guess it 
does. It means something. 

A little less than a million dollars was shoved 
through the windows on the eight races Saturday. And 
a near half million of that went on the sixth race, which 
was the Kentucky Derby. Cavalcade won it. I believe 
that has been mentioned before. It was the most money 
that has been gambled on Derby day since 1931 when 
more than a million and a half dollars were shoved at 
the mutual clerks. The country was suffering from a 
hangover from the 10 years of foolishness in 1931. But 
it seems to be on the way back. 

The crowd and the betting spectacle always is more interest- 
ing than the horse race itself. And the facts are that the mil- 
lion-dollar mark would have been passed Saturday but for the 
fact that there weren’t enough clerks and windows to permit 
all the people to gamble who wanted to. 

The betting lines were more than 100 deep when 
the windows were closed. And the people were waving 
their money and insisting on being permitted to gam- 
ble with it. 

The sheds had been jammed all through the third, fourth 
and fifth races. And had there been time enough the million-

STRONG UPSURGE 


IN BUSINESS TIDE 
FEATURES WEEK 


Power, Auto Production 
Sag But Freight Load- 
ings and Steel Lead Pa- 
rade of Gains. 


NEW YORK, May 6.—(/)—Busi- 
ness reports of the past week indicated 
a strong forward momentum, carry- 
ing on with as yet but little inclina- 
tion to capitulate to the usual season- 
al tendency toward contraction in in- 
dustrial production at this time. 


Electric power output slackened 
slightly, freight carloadings advanced 
a little, but steel products again step- 
ped up substantially. Moody’s sea- 
sonally adjusted index for carloadings 
was unchanged, and a trifle lower for 
electric power, but rose to a new 1934 
high for steel which lifted the com- 
posite for the three factors to 77.6, 
the best for the year to date, com- 
pared with 77.1 a week previously. 

There was a moderate recession in 
automobile production, as Cram esti- 
mated it for the week, and opinion 
differed as to whether this industry 
had reached the spring peak. Cram 
said production amounted to 95,277 
units, off 4,059 from the _ previous 
week. Cram also estimated a slight 
decline in total retail sales of cars, 
but said the three leading low-priced 
lines continued to show gradual gains, 
and concluded that “the peak for the 
industry as a whole is probably several 
weeks away, at least.” 

In the textile industry, there is con- 
siderable pressure for curtailment of 
mill operations to permit a working 
off of stocks. The silk code author- 
ity has proposed a one-week shutdown 
this month, in view of a rather sharp 
contraction of sales. Curtailment is 
also under discussion by cotton mill 
operators, inasmuch as sales have 
been materially below production in 
recent weeks. 

Business is looking more and more 
to a revival in the heavy or durable 
goods lines for fresh stimulus, and so 
far as steel is concerned, is not be- 
ing disappointed. The publication, 
Steel, estimates that ingot production 
has risen to 60 per cent of capacity, 
up 3 per centage points from a week 
previously, and topping by a slight 
margin the peak reached last,July. On 
the basis of this estimate, production 
has reached the highest level since 
June of 1930. 

What is particularly encouraging is 
the manner in which heavy construc- 

ion has come to the front, aided in 
part by the more active work of PWA 
projects. Structural steel awards, 
coming from many parts of the coun- 
try, were estimated by Steel to have 
reached the highest volume in 12 
months, and to have been the chief fac- 
tor in lifting ingot production to the 
60 per cent level. : 

A factor making for uncertainiy 
in the steel situation has been the 
fact that much of current production 
is on old orders placed before the 
April 1 price rise went into effect. 
This has led some analysts to look 
for a rather marked retarding of steel 
mill operations after the orders placed 
at the old prices have been filled. How 
actively steel production will continue 
thereafter, presumably, will depend 
largely upon the volume of heavy con- 
struction, plant and railroad renova- 
tion, which develops during the sum- 
mer.

NEW ORLEANS, May 6.—(P—~— 
The volume of trading in the cotton 
contract market. fell off considerably 
during the past week by comparison 
with preceding weeks. 

It became evident early in the pe- 
riod that the liquidation of the stale 
long interest had been pretty well 
compieted and as a resiit most of 
the business was due to satisfied 
shorts covering and profit-taking re- 
sulting from the recent decline and 
scalping by ring traders. 

The course of prices was rather er- 
ratic. In the first part of the week 
values improved on shorts covering 
and later they eased off owing to 
fears of a large acreage for the next 
crop than was looked for a little while 
back. 

Prices rallied during the middle of 
the week owing to unfavorable cool 
weather in the belt, which was re- 
ported to be interfering witb the ger- 
mination of seed and hampering the 
progress of cotton already above 
ground. This started active short cov- 
ering. 

While the extreme spread of fluc- 
tuations reached fully 50 points the 
rallies near the end of the week caused 
the recovery of all the early declines 
and the week finally closed with 
prices showing a smal] new loss of 1 
to 2 points compared with the pre- 
ceding Saturday.

There was a time when they broke 
the tedium of waiting for. freight 
and passengers to return by’ com- 
plaining to the interstate commerce 
commission, or anybody who would 
listen, about their competitors, 

The rail carriers are still complain- 
ing but meanwhile they are giving 
the busses, the trucks and even the 
airplanes something to think about. 

The sympathetic I. C. C. has per- 
mitted them to pare freight rates in 


Pmany sections to meet the challenge 


of the rumbling motor trucks. Fur- 
thermore, they have installed what 
is known as store-door pick up serv- 
ice. 

To Run Trucks. 

In giving the latter service, rail- 
roads will run their own trucks up 
to the back door of establishments 
and pick up freight. 

Officials of the Missouri Pacific 
railroad reported some time ago that 
in Kansas City, Mo., this innovation 
had added as much as 30 carloads of 
freight a day to their shipments. 

Almost every big railroad in the 
east has informed its customers “we 


‘collect your freight. and we deliver it, 


too.” 

Even in lowest depths of depression, 
the railroads kept much of their heavy 
freight business but the motor buses 
and automobiles made inroads in their 
passenger traffic. 

Some of Things. 

Here are some of the things that 
have been done: 

The Atlantic Coast Line has set up 
miniature night clubs on its Florida 
trains. The music is soft. 

For those who traveled by busses 
because of lean pocketbooks, rates 
have been reduced. In the southeast 
they have gone as low as 1 1-2 cents 
a mile: in several western states, 2 
cents, as compared to the legal rate 
under ICC rulings of 3.6 cents. 

Emphasis has been placed also on 
more speed, more comfort and fewer 
cinders. Coaches are air-cooled. 

The Burlington and the Union Pa- 
cific have recently built trains that 
an old-time engineer would have dif- 
ficulty in recognizing. Gone is the 
old-fashioned smoke stack and_ the 
smoke: the cow-catcher doesn’t sprad- 
dle like it did and the bill is nowhere 
to be seen. Surfaces are rounded 
wherever possible and the stream-lin- 
ing enables steady running at more 
than 100 miles an hour.

Roosevelt Personally Solves 
Many Problems Found in Mail 


By BESS FURMAN. 
WASHINGTON, May 6.—(4)— 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, first president 
to tackle as a “psychological prob- 
lem” all that the mail man brings, is 


getting some amazing results. 

He saved a life by getting an anae- 
mic, rural 10-year-old girl in touch 
with an insulin supply. He found-a 
lost trunk for a World War veteran 
who went from Chicago to California. 

He got a life-time printing job for 
a young paralytic. 

The examples are but by-products 
to the mightiest mail mill ever set up 
in this capital city. It turns out 
each week a detailed analysis of the 
volunteered thought of the people, par- 
oe about unemployment and re- 
ief. 

Over the mail mill, Jasper J. May- 
er presides, in a room that always 
sounds alive with clicking typewriters. 
Each worker is instructed to handle 
each letter as though it were the 
one important matter in the world. 

Upon a map of the United States, 
Mayer has projected an analysis. pro- 
portioned as to population, of all the 
advice the citizenry has given the 
president on the economic situation 
and the civil works program from 
January 10 to March 31 inclusive. 

A dark blue line in each state tells 
how many people thought the civil 
works jobs went to loafers, and to 
the “rich”? who didn’t need them. Only 
_ state of Nevada is minus such a 
ine. 

By glancing at this map, the presi- 
dent can see, among many other 
things, the relative written demand 
for subsistence homesteads, the com- 
parative number of graft charges. 

What was learned from the mail 
is going to help a Jot on a summer 
move for education camps and res- 
denees for unattached women. But 
so far the president hasn't solved 
the problem of one of their number 
who pleaded: “Please, Mr. Presi- 
dent, send me a man.”

Thirty or 40 letters a day, which 
might be termed “neediest cases” mail, 
come, to Mayer from the White House, 
with notations from the president's 
secretaries, Mrs. Roosevelt, or her 
daughter.

DOUGHTON, N. C.. May 6.—(€/®) 
The most extensive and disastrous 
fire northwest North Carolina has 
ever known was smouldering sullenly 
apparently burning itself out after 
spreading over 300,000 acres of wood 
and farm lands. 

Fire fighters were continuing their 
watchfulness, but further spread of 
the fire was not anticipated. 

A’ survey showed that the Stone 
Motjntain-Roaring Gap elevation fire 
covered a distance of about 15 miles 
and cut a path roughly a mile in width. 
The Mitchel River valley fire was also 
about 15 miles long and more than a 
mile wide. Both these major fires were 
still burning in spots today.
